Ginsburg Vill take a tough, clear- 
eyed view" of the Constitution 
"while remaining sensitive to the 
safety of our citizens and to the 
problems facing law enforcement 
professionals." 

Ginsburg sits on the same

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Nuclear bomb reactors 
becoming-inoperable—

WASHINGTON — The nation’s 
bomb-production nudear reactors 
arc rapidly becoming too old to be 
operate safely-and may have to be 
shut down before the government 
has new reactors in place, a Na- 
tional Research Council panel re- 
ported Thursday. 

Hours after the panel released its - 
- report, E.I.‘du Pont de Nemours & 
Co. announced it intends to relin- 
quish its 37-year-old contract to op- 
erate the government’s three reac- 
tors at the Savannah River Plant in 
South Canlina. .The company said 
it fears it will be asked to assume li- 
abilify for the plant and is “not will- 
ing to put our shareholders’ assets 
at risk." . - 

'The report, prepared by the inves- 
tigating arm of the National 
—Academies — of — Sciences •— and- 
Engineering, contained the shar- 
pest criticism to date of the Energy 
Department’s management of the 
fefur U.S. defense reactors. The 
reactors, the three in South 
Conlina and one in Washington 
state, ore the only source of pluto- 


nium and tritium for nuclear 
weapons. 

But the panel avoided the ques- 
tion of whether the reactors, which 
have beeir under intense scrutiny 
since a disastrous accident de- 
stroyed a Soviet reactor lost year, 
ore now safe to operate. 

"We are not in a position to make 
that determination," said the panel 
chairman, Richard M^rve, a physi- 
cist and Washington attorney. "The 
term 'safe' does not lend itself to 
easy definition."

U,S, must restrict fiscal policy as first step toward stability 


The record stock market crash a week ago 
Monday, a jarring experience for financial 
market participants, was, more than 
anything, a reflection of the frustration of 
global investors over a confused U-S. eco- 
nomic policy. ' 

If this policy is not promptly altered to ad- 
dress the ongoing problem of the U.S. bud- 
get deficit, the frustration felt by those in 
the financial markets soon will spread to 
the population a( large os interest rates rise 
and os recession sets in. 

The plain fact is that >inder the Louvre 
accord, where the dollar is pegged to its pre- 
sent level in order to maintain currency 
stability, the U.S. trade gap cannot narrow 
appreciably unless the budget deficit is re- 
duced significantly. True, the dollar hw de^ 
predated against many of the currendos of 
its major trading partners to a level that is 
about 10 percent above its average during 
the late 1970s, when the U.S. trade 
shortfall was much smaller. But it has not 
fallen enough to curb the American appetite 
for imports and to restore balance in the 
trade account. 

The reason is that since 1980.domcstic de- 
mand has grown much faster in the United 
States than abroad, os a result of the un- 
precedented divergence between U.S. fiscal 
policies and ^ose of this country’s mryor 
trading partners in the first half of the 
1980s. TTio' extraordinary fiscal stimulus in- 
troduced in the United States during this 
.period, in contrast with fiscal restraint ,

States, almost twice as great os the average 
increase of 13 percent abroad. This dispor- 
iQr in domestic spending levels led to a sub- 
stantial rise in import demand in the 
United States, which has not been matched 
by a similar pickup in expenditures of for- 
eign buyers of American products. 

Consequently, pegging the dollar at its 
current value, given the disparity in spend- 
ing levels, means that U.S. interest rates 
must remain substantially above those of 
Germany and Japan os the United States at- 
tempts to attract foreign capital to finance 
its outsized trade deficit Any upward move-, 
ment in rates in either ofthese countries, 
such as the moderate increase in German 
short-term interest rates earlier this month, 
must be matched by similar increases in U. 

S. rales. Indeed, the pegging of the dollar 
had effectively turned U.Si monetary policy 
over to the Germons, whoso commitment to 
low inflation and concern over fast money 
growth almost guarantee further increases 
in interest rates. 

Moreover, the longer the trade deficit re- 
mains large, the more dependent the U.S. 
becomes on foreign capital intlows. This, in 
turn, implies that the gap between rates in 
the Unit^ States and those in Germany 
and Japan must widen further if the dollar 
is to be stabilized. Pegging the dollar with- 
out 0 simultaneous tightening of fiscal 


poliqr, therefore, implies high and rising in- 
terest rates. 

Reinforcing this tendenqr for such rate 
hikes is increased volntiliQr in financial 
markets, which raises the risk premium in 
interest rates that investors must be 
awarded. In general, when one price is 
peg^, other prices must bear, the full bur- 
den of tbe a4justment to changing mmket 
conditions that normally is shared by all 
prices. In our case, the pegging of the for- 
eign exchange value of the dollar has pro- 
duced a substantial increase in the volotil- 
of interest rates and, of course, in stock 

prices. More volatility is likely in the com- 
ing weeks if the dollar remains pegged and 
if no actions are taken to reduce the U.S. 
budget deficit. 

Thus, given the disparity in domestic de- 
mand between the United States and 
countries abroad, the current value of the 
dollar is unable to narrow the trade gap.- U. 
S. economic polior, therefore, must be funds 
mentally altered If ws are to ovoid rising in- 
terest rates, doogerously high levels of vola- 
tility in financial markets and recession. 

This could be accomplished by the United 
States' adopting a more restrictive fiscal 
policy, which would curb consumer demand, 
or by foreign countries’ implementing more 
stimulative measures, thus increasing local 
spending. But in this case, it is the United 
States t^t must take the first step.

The discovery and arrests came 
after Elliott was stopped by officers 
who suspected him of driving under 
the influence. 

Daggett said at 4:30 p.m. Sundoy 
officers Chuck Miller and Sean 
Sheehan stopped a U-Haul truck in 
Sun Valley which they described as 
being driven erratically. The offi- 
cers said they found a small quan- 


tity of moriluana in the cab of the 
truck, resulting in Elliott’s arrest 
/or DUI and possession of 
marijuana. 

Further investigation revealed 
341 potted marijuana plants in vari- 
ous stages of growth in the rear of 
the U-Haul. according to police 
reports'. The street value of these 
plants is estimated by the Federal 
Drug Enfdrcement Agency to be $1. 
364,000, Daggettsaid. - 

The subsequent arrests of 
Youngstrom and Weber were made 
Tuesday in Sun Volley, and a 
search of the Carey. form was made 
the same day. Some 1,600 mari- 
juana plants, valued ot $3,404,000, 
were found at an indoor 
greenhouse. The plants were good 
quality plants, ranging from 2 in- 
dies to 6 feet toll, Daggett said. He 
said the investigation started with 
the DUI arrest, but it was 'just 
good investigation and persever- . 
anee on my officers’ part" that led to 
the larger seizure. 

Elliot was arraigned in 6th Dis- 
trict Court Tuesday and is being 
held in lieu of a $10,000 bail. His 
preliminary hearing has been set 
for Nov. 6. Weber and Youngstrom 
were arraigned Wednesday and are 
each being held in lieu of a $60,000 
boil. Their preliminary hearing 
date is Nov. 9.

‘ The conclusion is based on the ‘Final Report 
to Congress of ^e National Program for Inspec- 
tion of Non-Federal Dams" by the Corps’ chief 
of engineers, says O.C. Dugger, Corps chief of 
public affairs in Walla Walla, Wash. 

Although the report is five years old, the is* 
sue of dom safety has come up again os the 
state considers now rules and regulations to 
tackle the issue. 

When the report was written there were 371 
dams' in Idaho. Of the 61 inspected, 30 were 
found unsafe on a, non-emergency, basis, Dug- 


ger says. This means probable failure of the 
dams was not imminent, he says. 

The state is continuing to emphasize dam. 
safety, says David H. Hollingshead, dam safety 
'section, state Department of Water Resources. 

The corps’ conclusion is based on inspections 
the state conducted for the Corps from 1976 to 
1981, says Hollingshead. 

There has been heightened concern nation- 
ally over dam safety since the collapse of the U. 
S. Bureau of Reclamation’s Teton Dam in -Idaho 
in 1976 and the failure of a dam in Georgia dur- 
ing the administration of President Jimmy 
Carter, Hollingshead says. 

DWR held o hearing in Twin Falls on 
Wednesday to gather testimony on the now 
state rules and regulations. And there was 
hearing in Boise on i^ursday. 

The record will be open until Nov. 9 and then 
the Idaho Water Resources Board will have to 


vote on them, says DWR.
